IMPORTAN T POSTA L RULING 

Postmaster J. Walter Payne asks 
THE NEWS to give publicity to a 
recent ruling of the Postofflce Depart- 
ment, which will be of much inter- 
est to the public. The order, con- 
veyed in an oflleial bnlletln to all 
pbatoA^ la In relatioB to the gen- 
eral* delivery senriee, and ia, 1b aub- 
stance, about as follows: 

"It seems that postmasters are not 
making a proper effort to restrict 
the general delivery privilege at city 
delivery offices to transients, and to 
patrons who, for g^ood and sufficient 
reasons acceptable to the/postmaster 
cannot receive their mail by carrier 
through a postofflce box. There- 
fore, in all cases where the attend- 
ant facts are unknown, the post- 
master will require persons calling at 
the general delivery window to es- 
tablish their identity, supply their 
local addresses, and« state their 
reasoaa (or not taking advantage of 

the carrlar-dellvery service 

When thara la any question as to the 
proprlflfkr of esteiidlng the general 
delivery prlYllage the elfrk in charge 
miist confer with hla anperlor eAeer, 
and if then advisable, reqneat the 
patrons to Uke up the matter w^th 
the postmastar or tha Soparliitendent 
of Mails."

I'nion v.orkers in tlie paper an0 
pulp mills of the United States and 
Canada have voted to reject a 
per cent, wage reduction propoeed 
by tbe manufacturers for May 1. it 
Was announced by the Labor Bu- 
reau, Inc. 

Local unions have been instructed 
that "should satisfactory terms of 
settl^ent not be torthooming from 
the manufaetnrere between now and 
the time of the expiration of the 
agreements work will autppij^tically 
cease in the mills of six companies 
upon May 1 and thirteen companies 
upon May 11." 

Should the walkout occur, labor 
leaden assert, approximately 25,000 
workers will be affected and 50 mills 
of 19 companies tied up. These mills, 
they claim, produce about two-thirds 
of the paper stock consupied in thiis 
country, baTlng'a' daUy output of t,- 
600 tons of newsprint and 1,500 tons 
of finer paper for job printing.
